PARIS, July 6.—The French gov- 
ernment thie afternoon forwarded 
to M. Jusserand, French Ambassa- |; 
dor in Washington, for transmission 
to the State Department there, «a 
protest of the French Chamber of 
Commerce against the provision of 
the new Ameérican tariff law calling 
for inepection by American agents 
of the books of French exporters 
for the purpose of determining the 
ad valorem duties to be collected by 
the United States. 

French exporters are sald to be 
greatly disturbed over this Teature 
of the tarif!’ measure and declare 
that under no conditions will in- 
spéction be tolerated. It ia pointed 
out that such a privilege as the 
American law requests is not ac- 
corded even to the French govern- 
ment, except in unusual instances. 
The French, in their protest, say 
they aré willing to give to Treasury 
Department agents full statements 
upon which the ad valorem tax can 
be based. 

COSTS OF INQUIRY. 

At the office of the American 
commercial attache, it was explained 
the Treasury Department agents at 
Paris had made 5600 investigations 
of exporters’ costs of production the 
last year and the ad valorem duties 
collected at New York had 0»been 


based upon these reports. The 
American Chamber of Commerce

Seaplanes Make Trip from 
San Francisco to San Diego. 


(SY A. NIGHT WIRE} 

SAN DIEGO, July 6.—Bleven 
F-5-l, seaplanes of the Pacific fleet 
alr force successfully completed a 
non-stop flight from San Francisco 
to San Diego today. The actual fiy- 
ing time of the big aircraft on the 
500-mile — was six hours and 
forty-five minutes. This is within 
two hours and forty minutes of the 
record-breaking flight of Captain 
Lowell Smith, Army aviator, whose 
mark of four hours and fifteen-min- 
utes still stands. 

Nine of the seaplanes landed at 
the North Island naval air station 
at 3:45 p.m. The other two, which 
took off at Sausalito a few minutes 
after the first squadron, reached the 
air station at 4:02 o'clock. 

The flight was the first inter-city 
trip made by seaplanes in battle for- 
mation and was made through a 
thick fog. For the first 390 miles 
of the trip the pilots never saw the 
water because of the thick mista. 

Practically all the seaplanes which 
completed the trip from San Fran- 
cisco were included in the epochal 
flight to the Canal Zone and return 
in the early of this year.

PROTEST BY FRANCE. 

(BY CABLE AND ASSOCIATED 

PARIS, July 6.—The French gov- 
ernment this afternoon forwarded 
to M. Jusserand, French Ambassa- 
dor in Washington, for transmission 
to the State Department there, «a 
protest of the French Chamber of 
Commerce against the provision of 
the new American tariff law calling 
for inspection by American agents 
of the books of French exporters 
for the purpose of determining the 
ad Valorem duties to be collected by 
the United States. 

French exporters are said to be 
sreatiy disturbed over this Teature 
of the tariff’ measure and declare 
that under no conditions will in- 
spéction be tolerated. It is pointed 
out that such a privilege as the 
American law requests is not ac- 
corded even to the French govern- 
ment, except in unusual instances. 
The French, in their protest, say 
they aré willing to give to Treasury 
Department agents full statements 
upon which the ad valorem tax can 
be based. 

COSTS OF INQUIRY. 

At the office of the American 
commercial attache, it was explained 
the Treasury Department agents at 
Paris had made 500 investigations 
of exporters’ costs of production the 
last year and the ad valorem duties 
collected at New York had been 
based upon these reports. The 
American Chamber of Commerce 
at Paris considered the French 
protest at a meeting held this aft- 
ernoon and the matter was referred 
to the special tax committee. 

The opinion was expressed, how- 
ever, that the law probably would 
have to be modified, inasmuch as it 
would be Virtually impossible to get 
the French exporters to consent to 
inspection of their books.

BORINGS MADE. 

“Borings have been prosecuted at 
the proposed damsite in Boulder 
Canyon and the cross section of the 
canyon has been fairly well worked 
out. Large amount of additional! 
bayings is, however, necessary to 
develop. the entire foundation of 
the proposed dam, and this will 
probabiy modify its location. Simi- 
lar information is also necessary 
for the cofferdam which must pre- 
cede the main construction, and 
must be, for temporary work, of a 
rather substantial characteg. 

“Results of the borings indicate 
the maximum depth to bed rock of 
about 135 feet below low-water 
level. This is regarded as feasible, 
although the foundation work will, 
of course, be difficult and expensive 
in view-of the great volume of the 
river when in freshet.

The essential features of the report 
as drafted by Chief Engineer Davis are as follows:

Thomas. A reconnaissance should 
be made also with a possible con- 
nection with the Santa Fe system 
to the south, with: a comparison of 
the cost and results. 
POWER DEVELOPMENT. 

“The development of power at 
the Boulder Canyon Reservoir is a 
by-product, which does not, in all re- 
spects, conform to the requirements 
of irrigation, but can be made to 
conform thereto with some adjust- 
ment. The extremely arid and semi- 
tropic character of the lands in the 
lower Colorado n makes it 
necessary to irrigate throughout 
the year and the irrigation require- 
ments, therefore, conform more 
‘nearly to the requirements for 
power than do those in northern 
latitudes. 

“It is estimated that the feasible 
irrigation projects in the lower basin 
comprise 2,020,000 acres,,of which 
about 60 per cent is in the United 
States and 40 per cent in Mexico. 
The full development of the pro- 
posed projects in the upper basin 
will subtract substantially from the 
total water-supply, but there will 
still be left ample water to irrigate 
all the lands of the lower basin if 
it is conserved and regulated in a 
storage reservoir of ample capacity. 

“The, water can be used for power 
as drawn from the reservoir. With 
1,605,000 acres of land in the lower 
basin irrigated and with a total stor- 
age capacity of 31,400,000 acre feet 
of which the lower 6,000,000 is re- 
served for silt storage and the up- 
per 6,000,000 is reserved for flood 
control, it is possible to develop over 
700,000 firm horsepower. 


of trrigable land developed in the 
lower basin the possibilities are still 
600,000 firm horsepower and besides 
this there is in both cases a large 
amount of secondary wer which is 
not constant but will of consider- 
able value. 

“The great value of this power, 
and the wide demand for it, togeth- 
er with ite magnitude, indicates that 
the power privileges of the Boulder 
Canyon reservoir should bear the 
major portion of the cost of the dam. 
For preliminary rposes, it is rec- 
ommended that this portion be fixed 


at 75 per cent, subject to adjustment 
by a appointed for that pur- 
pose. 


MARKETS FOR POWER. ’ 
“The markets for power are nu- 
merous and various in this part of 
the country, consisting in general of 


the mining interests in Nevada and 
Arizona, the pumping requirements 
in the Colorado River valleys and 
the needs of the municipalities of 
Arizona and Southern California for 
municipal and .commercial uses. 
Possible municipal customers of im- 
rtance are Prescott, San Diego, 
verside and Angeles. 

“The last named city has indicated 
a desire to share in this develop- 
ment. This city has already de- 
veloped considerable power on the 
Los Angeles Aqueduct and owns a 
system for distributing electric cur- 
rent within the city limits. The de- 
mands, present and prospective are 
‘far beyond the capacity of the city 
\to supply with present facilities and 
‘this is considered the most effective 
and extensive of all the power de- 
manda, 

LOS ANGELES INCLUDSBD. 

“It is desirable of course to ex- 
tend,to all municipalities which de- 
sire.to share in this development 
the same privileges, but in the ten- 
tative allotment of power the city 
of Los Angeles is the only one in- 
cluded because it is the only city 
which has indicated a desire to join. 
Others may later apply and should 
have equal privileges. The use of 
the name of the city of Los An- 
geles is merely typical of such cities 
as may eventually elect to share 
in thie development. <A basis for 
apportionment of preliminary as- 
sessment for benefits is: 

“Boulder Canyon Reservoir—to 
yield 10 per cent of estimated cost: 
capacity, 31,400,000 acre feet: flood 
storage reserve, 5,000,000 acre feet:

Pickford Divorce Case is 
Revived Prior to Appeal 
from Last Ruling. 


Back to earth came the Mary 
Pickford-Owen Moore divorce case 
yesterday, despite the belief ad- 
vanced sevéral days ago that it had 
slid oblivion.

Immigration Agent Freed of Blame 
in Fatal Shooting of Japanese.

EL CENTRO, July 6.—Immigra- 
tion Inspector George W. Morris was 
today exonerated of all blame for 
the death of 8. Sukurai, a Mexicali 
Japanese who was accidentally shot 
by the officer at Niland early Mon- 
day while trying to avoid arrest. Mr. 
Morris and a railroad officer sus- 
pected Sukurai and another Japa- 
nese of being in the United States 
illegally and the immigration man 
fired his gun in an effort to frighten 
them into‘stopping.

The wounded man was brought to 
this city, where he died Monday 
evening, after the bullet had been re- 
moved.

Addressing the Progressive Busi- 
ness Club, at its noon luncheon at 
the Alexandria yesterday, R. H. 
rd, vice-president and genera! 
manager of the Southern California 
Edison Company. declared that the 
power development of the Colorado 
River must be done wholly under 
Private control and management. 
with State and governmental regula- 
tion and with the public as partners, 
through the ownership of stocks 

and bonds of the power companies, 
or it must be wholly eloped by 
the Federal government. 

At the conclusion of Mr. Ballard’s 
address, Dr. William P. Burke. 
president of the organization, said 
that it is these great public utility 
companies that are developing the 
vast resources of the State that are 
making it possible for industries to 


and that the people should get be- 
hind them. 

In the course of his address, Mr. 
Ballard said: “The development of 
the Colorado River must be under- 
taken at an early date, to remove 
the menace of fiood destruction. 
provide for irrigation of over 3,000,- 
000 acres of jiand and the genera- 
tion of valuable water power. The 
Petential power possibilities from 
Lee's Ferry to the Gulf of California 
are 4,350.000 herse power, of 
which 3,250.000 horse power may 
be developed without the building of 
any power plants within the Nation- 
al Park of the Grand Canyon. 

“The enorm of the job and the 
legal, engineering and economic 
problems to be solved require the 
development of the entire river to 
be undertaken by one agency.” Mr. 
Ballard said. “Regulation of the 
rates, capitalization and expendi- 
tures of private power companies by 
State commissions has removed the 
objections of a decade ago to laree 
public undertakings under private 
ownership, which, at that time, were 
not regulated. 


ADVANTAGES SEEN. 


“Under private ownership, ad- 
vantage may be taken of «the 
economic conditions resulting from 
the diversity of the character of 
business to be served and the time 
of electrical demands upon power 
stations. In a territory as vast as 
the area which the Colorado River 
development contemplates serving. 
the diversity, or the many wees for 
the power generated, constitutes an 
important feature, and will prove 
of benefit to all parts “of the seven 
Southwestern States. 

“Our project gives full play to the 
individual initiative, as private oper- 
ation develops to its highest degree 
the experience of trained executives 
and engineering organizations. In 
financing a proposition of this kind 
by private agencies, advantage may 
be taken of every turn of the money 
market in the securing ef the neces- 
sary capital for development.
